Added to Program 
Of Night School 

A course in Russian has been 
added to the schedule of night 
classes this semester.

Father Sandanavicius was or- 
dained in Kaunas, Lithuania, in 
1925. Afterwards he received the 
degree of Lie. I. C. in Canon Law 
at the University of Kaunas. Fa- 
ther worked in the Chancery Of- 
fice of the archdiocese of Kaunas 
from 1927-44. During that period 
Father was also military chap- 
lain there. 

Outstanding Linguist 

Father Sandanavicius taught 
Latin, universal history, philoso- 
phy of law, and history of the 
Church at the major seminary in 
Kaunas from 1930-44. He receiv- 
ed his first knowledge of Russian 
in high school in Lithuania before 
World War I when that country 
belonged .to Russia. Besides Rus- 
sian, Father also speaks Polish, 
German, Latin, and English. He 
arrived in the United States in 
April of 1950. Father Sandana- 
vicius is now residing at the 
Cathedral rectory. 

Ninety-Eight Enrolled 

Other classes the college is of- 
fering this first semester of night 
school are: General Biology, Bas- 
ic Principles of Speech, Elemen- 
tary French, Business Statistics, 
Elementary German, Latin and 
Greek in Current Use, Trends in 
Nursing Education, Christian 
Marriage, Elementary Shorthand, 
Mental Hygiene, Methods in 
Reading, and Clothing. There are 
ninety-eight enrolled in the night 
classes.

• Hints on Lenten Reading 



Words, words, words! We read 
them, speak them, write them. 
They are the handy tools we toss 
around often with less respect 
than the all-star man with his 
football. Sometimes they are put 
to more treacherous use in the 
pornographic literature that dec- 
orates newsstands. Or they be- 
come diabolical throug h the 
mouths and pens of Blanshards. 

For every thought there is a 
word. And the world teems with 
bad and good thinkers. Thus side 
by side with good uses of the word 
we’ll find the abuses. 

“. . . the seed is the word of 
God.” Planted in good soil it 
yields a hundred-fold. Among the 
briers it smothers. 

So ourS is the privilege of 
choice and discrimination. If we 
have never discerned the good 
from the bad before then Lent 
furnishes the golden opportunity. 
While we deprive our natural ap- 
petite in fast we fill the spiritual 
with thought. For “. . . not by 
bread alone does man live.” 

Konald Knox, scholar anti the- 
ologian, knows how to combine 
words in crisp, sharp language 
that teaches and refreshes. Most 
of us are familiar with (or at 
least have heard of) his trans- 
lation of the Bible. Ilis latest, 
less popular endeavor is a vol- 
ume of capsule sermons. Sounds 
dull! But open the first page of 
Stimuli and you’ll discover all 
that the title suggests. With a 
minimum of words and a maxi- 
mum of thought Monsignor Knox 
designs the sermon to the mod- 
ern taste — short, lucid, penetrat- 
ing. 

The liturgy belongs to the very 
fabric of Christian living and not 
just to priests and ecclesiastics. 
Propounding this idea that an un- 
derstanding of Catholic liturgy 
leads to a closer union with God,

The idea of a pantisocratic 
society based on the religion of 
man without God fled from the 
minds of the thinkers with the 
upsweep of Communism. Threat 
points its finger and again we 
turn to religious belief and spir- 
itual vitality for hope. With 
this in mind Father Leo Trcse 
urges Catholics to love God more 
and dislike their neighbors less 
in Many Are One. Father Trese 
discourages religious fanaticism 
as well as total apathy. Virtue 
takes the middle course. And 
he builds a common-sense gap 
between what is and what should 
be for the practicing Catholic. 

Father F. A. Reuter leaches us 
how to meditate in Adoration. The 
paper bound book presents the 
life of Christ arranged for holy 
hour reading each week of every 
month. 

Most of us fail to realize that 
“our sincerest laughter with some 
pain is fraught.” In a Call for 
Victim Souls Dom Hosier reveals 
the spiritual aspect of suffering 
and how to benefit by it. 

John Shea calls to all those who 
limit knowledge of the saints to 
their patrons and haven't the en- 
ergy to probe into Butler’s Lives. 
His Pictorial Lives of the Saints 
depicts the saint for every day of 
the year with a short reflection 
on each one. 

Lent means penance. So with 
less time spent in the kitchen 
or in places of amusement let 
us seek respite in material that 
feeds the spirit. In words that 
mean. 

“And the grain that fell in 
good soil stands for those who 
hear the word . . . and hold it 
. . . and endure . . . and yield a 
harvest.”

Church Celebrates 
25th Anniversary 

Nineteen hundred fifty-two is 
the silver anniversary of the Lit- 
tle Flower, St. Therese ofLisieux, 
as “Special Patroness with St. 
Francis Xavier of all Missionaries, 
both men and women, and of all 
Missions of the whole world.” 
During the past 25 years, the 
number of Catholics under the 
jurisdiction of the Propagation of 
the Faith has grown front 14,660,- 
000 to 27,945,000. 

It is perhaps a little surprising 
to some people, even some Catho- 
lics, to find that St. Therese spent 
the first fifteen years of her life 
in her home, the next (and the 
last) nine in a cloister. And yet 
she ranks with St. Francis Xavier 
in the power of her intercession 
for missionaries. 

The conclusions to be drawn 
from this data are very obvious, 
hut are generally overlooked; the 
moral is perhaps trite, but when 
seriously considered, is rather 
staggering. In this age of mas- 
culine career women and atomic 
warfare, the spiritual perfection 
and tremendous moral power of a 
meek little nun, unknown until 
after her death, demonstrate once 
more to a blase’ world the limit- 
less power of prayer.

The Keys Memorial Library 
here at the College has a collec- 
tion of some sixty volumes by and 
about Robert Browning. Miss Mar- 
garet Catherine O’Reilly, first 
graduate of St. Teresa’s Junior 
College, has given the entire col- 
lection from her own private li- 
brary. Miss O’Reilly has traveled 
extensively abroad, and last year 
gave her international doll collec- 
tion to the College. 

Her first editions of Browning 
include Men and Women in two 
volumes, 1855, autographed; The 
Ring and The Hook in four vol- 
umes, 1868; Dramatis Personae, 
1864; Pacchiarotto (published with 
other poems), 1873; the Pied Pi- 
per of Hamelin, 1880; Red Cotton 
Night-Cap Country or Turf and 
Towers, 1873; Parleying With 
Certain People, 1887; and three 
volumes of Poems of Mrs. Brown- 
ing, 1857. 

The library also has a letter 
signed by Elizabeth Barrett to a 
Mr. Kinney from Casa Guidi in 
Florence and two of Robert 
Browning’s letters to Jane E. 
Cook who illustrated the Pied 
Piper of Hamelin. Both of these 
letters, one of which is incom- 
plete, were written from Warwick 
Cressent and are dated 1879 and 
1881. 

The Browning collection also 
includes a complete photo repro- 
duction of the Old Yellow Book in 
a limited edition of 1908 by 
Charles W. Hodell. This was 
source material for The Ring and 
The Book. A replica of the book- 
ends of Willard Wetinore Story

Miss Rosalind Murray, au- 
thor, lecturer — a gracious lady, 
has proposed a simple, workable 
way to bridge the gap between 
the Christian and Pagan worlds. 

Noted Convert 
Lectures Here 

Rosalind Murray, author of The 
Good Pagan’s Failure, spoke in 
the last of the Catholic Commun- 
ity Library series of lectures in 
the auditorium of the Music and 
Arts Building, February 28. The 
daughter of the humanist Gilbert 
Murray entitled her lecture, “Do 
We Fail the Good Pagan?” 

In response to her own question, 
Miss Murray replied: “We can 

well answer the question ‘yes’,” 
for we as Catholics have some- 
thing that we are not eagerly try- 
ing to share with the good pa- 
gans. In defining her terms, Miss 
Murray described the “good pa- 
gan” as a sort of humanitarian — 
a person who is good morally, but 
has replaced the idea of God with 
the idea of a perfect human be- 
ing as his motivating force. 

Miss Murray did not leave the 
problem without a suggested so- 
lution. She recommended that we 
show the pagan goodness of a 
kind that he can recognize, but 
yet not the type that he can get 
to himself, with a purely human- 
istic philosophy. To bring this so- 
lution to closer focus, Miss Mur- 
ray insisted that the good pagan 
must be brought into contact with 
Christians “who are living their 
faith so it comes through.”

A replica 
of the clasped hands of the 
Brownings in bronze on marble 
is taken from Harriet Hosmer’s 
originals which are now included 
in the famous Browning collection 
in Waco, Texas. 

In the CST collections of car- 
toons of nineteenth century poets 
from the Vanity Fair magazine, 
is included a caricature of Brown- 
ing by Ape. 
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eyes. The young boy meets the 
father as he catches a fleeting 
glimpse of him in his rear-view 
mirror. Now happily racing down 
a crowded highway the young 
couple are the picture of a cultur- 
ed home life. Two pairs of plaid- 
shirted arms and two pairs of 
lanky jeaned legs appear from 
nowhere at intervals over the top 
of the convertible. Subdued voices 
can be heard for miles blurting 
out such classics as the "Minne- 
sota Rowser,” “Show Me the Way 
to Go Home,” and “Found a Pea- 
nut.’’ The crewcut lovingly blows 
smoke directly into the face of 
his choking date. They are heard 
addressing each other in such en- 
dearing terms as “Babe, Kiddo, 
Chick, Stupid." 

The “youth in our age” uphold- 
ers maintain that Wie galloping 
steeds have withdrawn in favor 
of hot rods, that furled banners 
are transformed into atom age 
pennants. But perhaps we’re a 
little old-fashioned, for we can’t 
help saying that if chivalry isn't 
dead, it’s quite badly wounded.

In connection with Brotherhood 
Week, the Interracial Justice 
Commission took a social distance 
survey among the students and 
faculty at CST, Feb. 18, 1952. 
This survey, though not as exten- 
sive as the commission desired, 
gave some very delightful statis- 
tics to be pondered. It is admit- 
ted that the figures perhaps do 
not give an accurate account of 
the social discrimination at CST. 
Nevertheless, they do relate a 
story. Perhaps most noteworthy 
was the fact that the Irish had a 
clean slate — no prejudice whatso- 
ever towards them. It seems that 
the Foleys, Mahoneys, and Rileys 
are well thought of at CST. 
Prejudice toward the Russian 
people appears to be stimulated 
not because of the nationality but 
because of the Communistic trend. 

The question which ranked 
highest in refusals was “Would 
you admit nationality to close 
kinship by marriage?” Next was 
. . . “to the street where I live as 
neighbors?” It was interesting 
to note the number of people who 
would deny the nationality a 
place in the neighborhood, but 
would welcome them to the fam- 
ily by marriage.
